AIXTEXAXCK of elosc relations with Amer- 


ica and an uncompromising altitude to- 


ward Germany" is the. way news dispatches sum- 
med up the statement of his foreign policy which 
was made to the French chamber of deputies by 
Premier Poincarc in taking office. 
One fears 


that M. Poincare will find that in trying to live 
up to this announcement he. is in for some dif- 
ficult "Roman riding". Even the. most expert 
circus performer cannot ride two horses at once 
unless they arc both going the same way, and 
the horses which M. Poincare has elected to 
mount have been headed in different directions 
for a good many months. 


M. Poincare has apparently failed to realize 


that the leadership of those who protested 
against the crushing demands made by the peace, 
treaty of Germany was found primarily in the 
United States. It came from no spirit of hostil- 
ity to the allies nor of particular friendship for 
Germany. We wanted possible terms for Ger- 
many chiefly because, as the only nation which 
was able to say'that it expected nothing for it- 
self from the peace treaty, we had a better per- 
spective on the arrangements which were being 
made at Versailles. From across the Atlantic, out 
of the conflicting currents of political and eco- 
nomic interests, we were able to sec that the 
quickest way to rebuild Europe from the de- 
struction of the war was to permit Germany to 
fulfil] her destiny as one. of Europe's most pow- 
erful industrial states. We could see that the na- 
tions of Europe, as far as their civilization and 
economic affairs were, concerned,, were as inter- 
dependent as the stones of an arch, and lhat Ger- 
many was in many ways the keystone •without 
which there could be little stability for the rest. 


\Ye. were alone in this view at Versailles. 


Lloyd George hud promised England lo make 
Germany pay the cost of the war and to try the 
kaiser, and -the. French figured, as apparently 
Poincare figures now. that a disabled Germany 
meant French control of the continent. So our 
efforts to modify the terms of the treaty were 
.largely ineffectual, and France had her way. 
Since that time the reasonableness of our posi- 
tion has been increasingly evident. The logic of 
events has turned Lloyd George completely right- 
about from his policy at Versailles, and he now 
appears as the chief advocate of possible terms 
for Germany in the councils of the. allies. Italy 
is with Great Britain, and while the United States 
has no official voice in relation to the treaty 
there is no doubt lhat public and private senti- 
ment in this country is much more nearly in ac- 
cord with the British than with the French view. 


The .United State* very heartily wants to 


sec Europe, back on its feet, with the sores left 
by Ihc war healed and trade re-cstahlLshed on the 
normal and profitable pre-war basis. 
French 


policy, based on entirely political conceptions and 
taking small account of the economic necessi- 
ties, is perhaps the chief obstacle lo this desir- 
able consummation. 
Persistence in it along 


the hard-bitten lines proposed by Poincare makes 
the maintenance of "close relations -with the 
United Sbiles" a large order—a very large order 
indeed.
